The Confounded Idea Grows! 


Reinhart Fajen Inc. to sponsor the season awards. 


Fun Gun Added to the Super Shoot, for three matches. 


The reader is referred to the lead article 
in the IBS section of December, “Some- 
thing New”. The editor was influenced by 
the fun that accompanied the Powder 
Puff match at the IBS National each year, 
and by the Donaldson match, contested 
once a year at Johnstown, New York. The 
latter match has an old-time benchrest 
rifle division, and a falling-block single- 
shot division. While these classes were 
enthusiastically contested by a relatively 
few shooters, many more chose to enter 
the more prosaic light varmint class... . 
observing, as they did, that it was just 
plain too much trouble to prepare a rifle 
for a one group match a year. 

So, one evening, with the help of two 
old friends (Jim Beam and |.W. Harper), 
the editor created the dual fun-gun class- 
es .... which were never intended to be- 
come Official classes for either organiza- 
tion. Rather they were intended tobe.... 
just what the name implies .... a fun 
match, at the close of Saturday’s shoot- 
ing, before the target frames are moved 
back to the 200 yard distance. Grab your 
favorite “real” varmint rifle, and let's see 
who can get the smallest group. Two divi- 
sions; the expert class requiring a factory 
action and barrel, with no wildcats .... 
while the master class requires a factory 
action (single-shot models such as the 
40X and the XP-100 are permitted in this 
class), wildcats are allowed, as is re- 
barreling. Both classes require wood 
stocks, and both classes prohibit the PPC 
family. The expert class carries an eleven 
pound weight limit, while the master class 
allows thirteen and a half pounds. Exact 
details may be found on page #33 of the 
December issue. 

Weelected to contest the classes at the 
five “designated matches” of the IBS 
world, on a trial basis in 1986. The editor 
had no wish to slight his many NBRSA 
friends. Rather he recognized the validity 
of the complaint, “for one match a year 
....”, and also realized that the NBRSA 
“designated matches” are spread out 
over a fair hunk of territory. So the IBS 
was dragged, kicking and screaming, into

the guinea pig holding room. Things are, 
from a geographical viewpoint, relatively 
close together in the IBS world, and it 
would be no great trick for an IBS shooter 
to be able to fire in all five of the fun gun 
matches. Now what has_ since 
transpired? 

First of all, the respected firm of 
Reinhart Fajen, Inc., in Warsaw, Missouri 
has come forward. There was a time, be- 
fore the advent of fiberglass stocks, thata 
goodly percentage of the guns on the fir- 
ing line were Fajen laminated blank 
based. Today the Fajen company is a 
leader in providing the finest stock wood 
and shaped rifle stocks. Younameit.... 
fancy figured walnut, bastogne walnut, 
Claro walnut, French walnut, maple, 
myrtlewood, mesquite, or laminated,.... 
there is a stock available for just about 
every taste, or every pocketbook. Got 
$300 or $400 to spare? You can get a 
semi inletted blank from Fajen that will 


knock the eyes out of a stone statue at 
twenty paces. Ah, the days that were.... 
and still are! 

In any event, Reinhart Fajen Inc. con- 
tacted the editor. We are delighted to find 
that, even in a modest way, the benchrest 
shooters will once again be using wood 
stocks. How about letting us in on this 
one. A bit of arm wrestling (verbal) fol- 
lowed. Agreement was reached. Reinhart 
Fajen Inc. will donate $500.00 to the first 
year of the fun gun venture, for prizes. 
Precision Shooting magazine will put up 
the two trophies (for two classes) at each 
of the five designated IBS based match- 
es. Reinhart Fajen will donate: two lami- 
nated thumbhole varminter stocks, inlet 
for a 40X action without magazine cutout 
for the top place in the season aggre- 
gates. In addition Fajen will donate first, 
second, and third place trophies for sea- 
son aggregates in the two classes. If you

inated thumbhole varminter stock on a 
nice barreled action .... the editor was 
recently out of state, in a good-sized gun

Wallack’s own beautiful custom stocks. 
Which he promptly purchased, of course. 
Only problem was that, in this same gun 
store was an absolutely beautiful gun, a 
Mauser actioned, heavy barrel 7x61 
Sharpe and Hart magnum, on an ex- 
tremely well executed Fajen laminated 
thumbhole stock.

crews. Pre-registrants for the Super 
Shoot should send a separate $15.00 
check for this event, payable to F.1.S.S. 

So much for announcements, for the 
moment. Why was the fun-gun created? 
First and foremost... .tohave fun. At the 
1985 NBRSA Nationals, at Midland, 
Texas ....a bunch of shooters were sit- 
ting around, after the match, just swap- 
ping tall tales. When Harold Broughton 
dragged out a Ruger No. 1, chambered for 
the .458, with a light bullet load (thank 
heavens), and challenged the group to hit 
a metal target frame, 200 yards away, off- 
hand. About thirty shooters got into the 
set, with Jerry Hart taking top honors. But 
....inahalf hour or so, we had a helluva 
time, and a lot of fun. Many of us still re- 
member that evening . . . . many of us ex- 
pected to die just before squeezing the 
trigger. Somehow or other .... we all 
lived. 

Second of all, to attract new shooters 
.... who might be over-awed by the cus- 
tom actions, stainless barrels, and fiber- 
glass stocks. Here is a class where they 
fire rifles that look like the ones down at 
the gunshop. Let Joe Local bring out his 
Remington 700 varmint model, .222 cali- 
ber, and try a group. 

Finally, to bring the U.S. (and foreign) 
rifle manufacturers back to 
benchrest shooting. Mr. Manufacturer, 
your rifles will be on the firing line. How 
about a nice trophy for the top shooter of 
one of your rifles? They are likely to tell 
you to go to blazes if you ask them for a 
benchrest trophy. But, now if the winner 
is shooting one of our guns .... we ARE 
approaching manufacturers for 1987. 

But still, when all is said and done, the 
major idea .... is to have fun. Most 
benchrest shooters have a favorite “real” 
varmint or target rifle. Bring it along, and 
give it atry. Ifit doesn’t do well... .getto 
work with benchrest loading techniques 
and methods. Don't reject the idea, until 
you've tried it. The match proper is there 
for serious. The fun gun is there... . just 
for the fun of it.

Ross Sherman’s contributions to our 
sport will be acknowledged in the Spring 
when he becomes the first Honorary in- 
ductee since 1984, and only the seventh 
in the history of the Hall of Fame. He joins 
an illustrious company: Homer Culver, 
Harvey Donaldson, Clyde Hart, Bob Hart, 
Ray Speer, andL.E. “Sam” Wilson. Some 
of Ross’ accomplishments will be dis- 
cussed in our report of the actual 
presentation. 

On Saturday, May 24, Tony Boyer will 
be called before his peers attending 
Super Shoot XIV. At that time he will be 
honored as the nineteenth man to earn 
the right to wear the Hall of Fame jacket 
and Member's patch. Boyer earned his 
tenth point by winning the Heavy Varmint

Dear Dave, 

Here is a little more fuel for the fire on 
the subject of the proper twist for stabiliz- 
ing heavier than normal 65 to 70 grain .22 
caliber bullets. 

In the October issue of PS | read with 
much interest T.J. Jackson’s comments 
regarding his work with the Remington 
BR case, and his experience with the 
heavy .22 caliber bullets, and his feelings 
on proper twist. 

T.J.’s comments were interesting and 
worthwhile. | do find concern however 
that some shooters reading it would as- 
sume that the Sierra 69 grain boat-tail 
bullet could also be stabilized in a 14 inch 
twist. 

| have just read in the new January 
issue of PS the statement by John Bunch 
to the effect that “a 14” or even a 15” 
twist will stabilize the 65-70 grain bullets 
now available.” While | have a great deal 
of respect for John Bunch’s opinions, | do 
not believe that statement to be 100% 
correct. Shooters should not use that 
statement as the basis for believing that 
they can stabilize the .224 caliber 69 grain 
Sierra bullet in a 14” twist .... because 
they can't. 

While | was at the range today, | unex- 
pectedly met up with an experienced local 
shooter who was also a PS reader. He 
had read the PS discourses on the twist 
subject, and had just retired to the range 
with his trusty .220 Swift (14” twist), de- 
termined to get some real velocity out of 
the Sierra 69 grain bullet. Before he start- 
ed firing, | ventured the opinion that he 
was going to encounter key-holing, be-

cause the Sierra bullet is longer and heav- 
ier than the Berger 65 grain bullet. 

Unfortunately we did not have a little 
money bet, to make things interesting. As 
it turned out, the bullet prints were two di- 
ameters wide, and we did not have a 
group on the target... . just a collection 
of flyers. The fellow was using a full case 
of 4350 powder. As my chronograph was 
set up at the time, | offered to check his 
velocity; three shots showed an average 
of 3450 f.p.s. The lack of bullet stabiliza- 
tion was not due to low velocity, only im- 
proper twist. Shooters should be aware 
that they will not be able to stabilize the 69 
grain Sierra boat-tail bullet in a 14” twist, 
even at high velocity. 

lam planning on using the 69 grain Sier- 
ra .224 bullet for long range varmint 
shooting (not match shooting), using a 
Hart 10” twist barrel with a 22/250 match 
grade chamber, and a .246 neck; also a 
longer throat to allow seating the Sierra 
69 bullet midway in the case neck, and not 
having the bullet base sticking into the 
powder room. | believe that this combo 
should turn up 3400 f.p.s., with along bar- 
rel and proper powder. 

Another long range varmint cartridge 
that | worked with in the mid 1960s was 
the 6mm Donaldson International; back 
then | was using it for sporter rifle compe- 
tition. Well, the basic reason that | was at 
the range today was to test the cartridge 
with my 85 grain 6mm bullets, and see if | 
could get 3200 f.p.s. from the case with 
some recently available powders. | was 
able to get 3190 f.p.s. from 39.2 grains of 
H414 (64.5 clicks on the Culver), Federal 
210 primers, a full case of powder, loaded 
with a long drop tube, and mild compres- 
sion. Chronograph showed extreme 
spread of 24, and standard deviation of 8. 
Testing was done with a 27” long 
Atkinson barrel with a 14” twist. 

Another comment related to TJ's letter 
on the BR cases. If the shooter really 
wants to use the Remington BR chamber, 
itis not necessary for him to move heaven 
and earth to find some of the almost im- 
possible to locate 7mm BR cases. | have 
been very successful inside boring the 
Remington basic BR .308 case. First the 
case is Cut off to a straight tapered cylin- 
der; then it is set up in some tooling that | 
made to run in alathe collet chuck. | use a 
small boring bar, and can get wall thick- 
ness inside, .0002 or less. Wall thickness 
at the finished shoulder is .0115. | have 
made my own cases even thinner than 
7mm BR brass or PPC brass. To me, this 
is a lot easier and better than turning the 
outside to get uniform case walls. 
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It took me a full day of workin’ and 
swearin’ to build the tooling and get it 
working, but anyone with the proper tools 
and a good amount of determination can 
carry it off. The hardest partis forming the 
cases from the now cylindrical bored 
brass; you will encounter more brass loss 
than usual. What the heck, it’s not the end 
of the world .... | made 25 of the best 
cases (of any type) that I’ve ever had, 
starting with 40 BR basic cases, and this 
was done while | was just learning. As TJ 
says, with this strong head case, you 
never loosen primer pockets. | took loads 
up to the point of discing Federal 205 
primers, and blew the firing pin to full cock 
on some cases .... and those cases still 
have tight primer pockets. 

| have fired these cases over 20 times 
each, without hard bolt opening or clos- 
ing. These case walls are so uniform all 
the sway down to within .500 from the 
head that when checking them with an 
ICC indicator, you would swear that the 
tool was broken. 

| have been playing with the 6mm BR 
again these days, using these cases. The 
best load that | have found so far with my 
70 grain bullets is with H322 powder (Cul- 
ver measure at 56.5 clocks), which is turn- 
ing outa velocity of 3345 f.p.s. froma 21¥2 
inch barrel with Federal 205 primers. It

certainly is nice to be able to get 3300 
f.p.s. from a 21 or 22 inch barrel with 70 
grain bullets. I've never seen a PPC that 
could do that. 

Oops, almost forgot. The 70 grain 
Speer or the 63 grain Sierra .224 bullets 
should stabilize all right in 14” twist bar- 
rels because they are relatively short and 
stubby.

This particular rifle posed some rela- 
tively typical problems in that bolt lug 
bearing surface represented no more 
than 10 percent of the total and one of the 
lugs was badly galled. Also, the lug abut- 
ments in the receiver acted as a helix‘in 
that the bolt would continue to cam 
foreward as the handle was lowered. 

It was also noted that the face of the re- 
ceiver had a raised burr, probably caused 
by a bit of foreign material being trapped 
between the receiver face and the barrel 
shoulder when a barrel was being in- 
stalled. These two surfaces can also be 
galled if pulled together without any lubri- 
cant on them. 

These problems aren’t as bad as it may 
sound since they're common to many ac- 
tions in use today. This is especially so 
with those actions that haven't been kept 
in the locking lug area. 

Now we'll get on to correcting these 
problems before fitting a new barrel. 

Since | was to going to remove the ex- 
isting Remington 722 extractor and install 
a Sako type, complete truing of the bolt 
was in order. This included squaring the 
back of the bolt lugs, brushing and squar- 
ing the face, and cutting a 25° cone on the 
bolt nose to bring the counterbore depth 
to .125”. The last step is to check the fir- 
ing pin protrusion and bring it to .050” to 
.055”. 

With the bolt lugs now perpendicular to 
the bolt body, the abutments in the receiv- 
er need the same treatment. This is nor- 
mally done in the lathe but that’s a bit diffi- 
cult with the action in a 9” sleeve and 
glued to a stock. 

The easiest solution to the bolt abut- 
ment and receiver face irregularities is to 
make an interchangeable lap. I’ve drawn 
a sketch of it since it’s easier to show than

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to describe. The arbor is one piece made 
from 3/4” diameter cold rolled steel. The 
two laps (one for lug abutments and one 
for the receiver face) are made from cast 
iron and grooved on the working surface. 
These grooves are to hold oil and lapping 
compound and may be cut with a hack 
saw, .020 is plenty deep. 

Once these parts are made the lap is 
screwed on the arbor, grooved face to- 
wards the arbor. The whole works is then 
mounted in the lathe and the gooved face 
is cut square to the arbor. This should be 
done each time the lap is assembled. 

Now we're ready to put the thing to use. 

Apply a relatively coarse lapping com- 
pound and light oil to the grooved face of 
the lap (I use 180-220 grit). Apply some 
light grease or oil to the .700” diameter of 
the arbor and insert the whole unit 
through the receiver from the front. The 
arbor will extend beyond the butt of the 
stock and will allow the attachment of a 
3%” variable speed drill. Run the drill at a 
slow speed and pull back lightly at the 
same time. You may have to push the lap 
out the front just enough to add oil to the 
grooved face. It’s unlikely more lapping 
compound will be needed. The job is com- 
plete when all of the receiver surface has 
the same finish. 

A quick note on finish. | prefer a lapped 
surface that is not highly polished since 
the lug lubricant is easily wiped off. 
Coarse lapping compound will leave a 
matte finish which will hold lubricant bet- 
ter, i.e. less chance of galled lugs. 

The fit and chamber was pretty much 
straight forward. | do this work with the 
barrel through the headstock of the lathe. 
| indicate the barrel off the lands on both 
ends to .0002” T.I.R. After each opera- 
tion (thread diameter, threads, cones, 
counterbore, etc.) the bore is checked 


with the indicator to assure nothing has, 


moved. The set-up time is a bit longer but | 
feel that the extra rigidity makes it worth 
the trouble. 

Your choice of a Dan Lilja barrel seems 
to be a good one. Interior finish and di- 
mensions appear to be equal to any barrel 
I've seen and it certainly machined well. 
I’m anxious to hear how it shoots. 

This particular chamber is a straight 6 
PPC with a .261” neck diameter and .060” 
throat. This throat length is a bit longer 
than is usually seen but should work very 
well with Euber 68 gr. bullets. The reamer 
used for this chamber is from JGS. | have 
several from JGS and they leave abso- 
lutely nothing to be desired. 

That about wraps it up. If you need 
more details, let me know.

Shortly after the individual starts re- 
loading, he comes to realize that he can’t 
possibly keep all these important facts, 
dimensions, instructions and whatever 
else .... stored in memory. So we start a 
collection of reading material and refer- 
ence material. Usually the first purchase 
is a current reloading manual or two; this 
gives us the basics of how to reload, as 
well as suggested loads for a multitude of 
current cartridges. When | started, there 
just wasn’t too much available in the field 
of reloading manuals; the powder compa- 
nies were quite stingy with information. 
Much data and know-how came from an 
older friend; at that time | considered him 
to have more useful information than any- 
one else in the whole world. The NRA 
publication, The American Rifleman, was 
also a source of scarce factual data.... 
then, and now. A notebook of clippings 
and penciled notes grew and grew, and 
thus started a library that has greatly ex- 
panded over the years. In the beginning, 
the data assembly was, | fear, a bit hap- 
hazard .... primarily reloading notes, 
and a bit of limited information on rifle

bedding, scopes, the current “hot” wild- 
cat of the day or hour, and hit and miss 
notes about match rifles and shooting. 
When the tyro advances a bit in wisdom 
and experience (and no longer considers 
himself a success solely on the issue of 
whether the reloaded round fired or not) 
.... he progresses to being concerned 


about rifle accuracy .... and for a very 
limited number few . .. . they go on to the 
ultimate in rifle accuracy .... benchrest 
shooting. 


For those who choose to seriously em- 
brace the pursuit of real rifle accuracy, re- 
gretably the existence of good, reliable in- 
formation is not that wide-spread. For 
many of us, Precision Shooting Magazine 
is the acknowledged source of so very 
much of our valuable information. My cor- 
respondence from readers is surprisingly 
active, and | am always glad to answer 
with my own views on the chosen subject, 
as well as the thoughts of others on that 
topic. The editor of this magazine made a 
real effort to have a book on the subject 
published in the 1983-1984 era.

come in from leading authorities in their 
fields, and why no publisher did not em- 
brace the offering, I'll never know. On the 
other hand, Dave has been using an arti- 
cle or two each month from his inventory, 
so it looks as if we'll get them all via the 
magazine. 

I'm going to offer a few suggestions on 
a limited number of other publications 
that contain current and valid information 
that should be helpful to accuracy shoot- 
ers. In addition to these, just about all the 
PS advertisers offer a catalog or bro- 
chure, and many of these transcend being 
a basic sales pitch; rather they give darn 
good information on their products possi- 
ble uses, and why they feel a particular 
item to be important. We will review a few 
suggestions below: 

THE BOB PEASE ACCURACY COL- 
LECTION. I've known Bob Pease for 
more years than either of us would care to 
admit to. He has been active in match 
shooting and benchrest shooting for over 
forty years. Bob and Tony Hidalgo (an- 
other PS advertiser) are the fathers of the 
Transcontinental League, which spon- 
sors anumber of monthly matches among 
hunter class rifle clubs across the coun- 
try. Their activities are reported in PS. 
The TCL is a good bunch, and they get 
darn serious over their matches. It cer- 
tainly would seem to be a good spot for 
the newer shooter with an accurate field 
rifle, who might try a stab at competition 
shooting, without the expense of buying a 
nice benchrest rifle .... until he knew if 
this was something that he enjoyed or 
not. 

The first volume of Bob's “Collections”

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was published in the 1970s. The second 
volume came out in 1983, and the third in 
1985. Most of the contents of the three 
volumes are reprints of articles that Bob 
has written, either for PS or other shoot- 
ing magazines. Because of the span of 
time during which these volumes were 
written and published, as you read them 
you witness a flow of benchrest theory 
history sort of taking place as you read. 
Bob’s style of writing is easy flowing, and 
he has a rate gift for making a highly tech- 
nical article quite understandable. A wide 
span of subjects are covered, and will an- 
swer any number of the questions that 
might arise as the new handloader/ 
shooter dives deeper into that most fasci- 
nating world, rifle accuracy. 

The three volumes cost well under 
twenty dollars. The ads for Bob Pease 
Accuracy appear monthly in PS. You can 
order a copy of Bob's excellent, 15 page, 
illustrated catalog for 44¢ in stamps. 
Even his catalog has good reloading ad- 
vice, and believe me, Bob has personally 
tested every single item he offers for Sale. 
(Bob Pease Accuracy, P.O. Box 7875S, 
New Braunfels, Texas 78131). 

SINCLAIR INTERNATIONAL INC. If 
you spend some time in the IBS or 
NBRSA sections of the magazine, study- 
ing the equipment listings, the name of 
Fred Sinclair should be familiar... . Fred 
‘has gunsmithed or stocked a lot of win- 
ning rigs. 

Fred not only builds rifles and does gun- 
smithing for benchrest competition, but 
he also handles a wide range of reloading 
equipment, both of his own manufacture, 
as well as selected items made by a limit- 
ed number of others. | guess that what | 
really wish to point out is the fact that the 
Sinclair International catalog is filled with 
all sorts of helpful reloading information, 
which is very much current state-of-the- 
art stuff in the world of the successful 
benchrest competitor. The catalog cov- 
ers just about all the bases; it deals with 
neck turning, priming, case preparation, 
case forming and other subjects. Fully 
half of the catalog is devoted to accuracy 
procedures. 

I've used a lot of Fred’s equipment; it in- 
variably does what it is supposed to do, 
and his prices are hard to beat. Just about 
every winning shooter, either stateside or 
overseas, has at least one, and probably 
more, Sinclair built loading tools in his 
range box. In addition, as | said earlier, 
Fred turns out a lot of winning guns. 

| suggest that you get a letter off to 
Fred, with a dollar, and ask for his current 
catalog. There are many bucks worth of 
information in the catalog. (Sinclair Inter- 
national, Inc., 1200 Asbury Drive, New 
Haven, Indiana 46774). 


PRECISION SHOOTING — MARCH, 1986 


“THE ACCURATE RIFLE”. This 238 
page book was finished and published in 
1973, four years before Warren Page’s 
passing. Mr. Page was a many-talented 
sort; a world wide big game hunter, well 
known firearms writer, active in cartridge 
development, and a qualifying member of 
the United States Benchrest Hall of 
Fame. The book gives a lot of attention to 
both the actual shooting and also to the 
techniques of top-level accuracy 
reloading. 

Warren Page well and truly “covers the 
waterfront” of accuracy in this book 
which is devoted just about exclusively to 
benchrest shooting. If you’re serious 
about wanting to be a success at the 
bench, the book is an absolute necessity. 
| concede that some of the equipment de- 
scribed is a bit obsolete in 1986, thirteen 
years later. On the other hand, much of 
the wisdom, and the accuracy basics that 
Warren narrates so very well... . is truly 
timeless. Sometimes, when a shooter is 
doing poorly over a period of a few 
months, he just plain has to go back to ba- 
sics .... and the page book is the best 
source of basics that | know. The book is 


occasionally a bit difficult to locate, but 
R.W. Hart & Son, a PS advertiser, usually 
have a few copies on hand. 

The PS advertisers are as good a col- 
lection of accuracy specialists as one 
could assemble. In benchrest shooting, if 
you are making a poor product, the word 
gets around fast. On the other hand, 
when somebody is building top-quality 
accuracy gear .... that word also gets 
around fast. The catalogs that our adver- 
tisers offer are filled with invaluable refer- 
ence material... . just the sort of thing for 
reading on acold winter night, by the fire- 
place. Ed Shilen’s catalog has long beena 
personal favorite, and well worth the two 
bucks. With a good collection of catalogs 
on hand, a better understanding of the 
equipment currently in use at matches is 
possible, as well as some comparative 
shopping. 

We try hard to report on new items as 
they come in the market, but space allows 
us to cover only a limited number. For a 
complete list, the catalogs of our advertis- 
ers are the best source of factual 
information.

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Your Technical Editor has a few 
thoughts about bench rest cases which 
will support the present trend, but still are 
a bit controversial. 

Case neck sizing is an imprecise opera- 
tion. There is no easy way to insure that 
the case is central when the neck starts to 
enter the die. Outside chambering of the 
case neck is also imprecise. It presents an 
uneven edge to the sizing die as the case 
neck starts to enter. Brass is often un- 
even in hardness, introducing another im- 
precision to neck sizing. The answer to 
these objections is the TNT (Tight 
Necked Turkey), Bob Pease’s term for the 
case-chamber relationship that required 
no neck sizing. 

The TNT requires a certain amount of 
precision to prevent pressures from ruin- 
ing cases. The nice thing about small 
primer pocket cases such as the PPC and 
the BR is that they can be fired at higher 
pressures than large primer pocket cases 
without harm to the brass. Even though 
the shape of the PPC case at the inside of 
the head is not ideal, it will still stand a lot 
of pressure due to the extra brass in the 
head from the small primer pocket. These 
higher pressures, more often than not, 
cause hard closing after several firings 
with the straight sided case. The thick 
brass in the side walls has less 
springback than the thin brass in the 
neck. On top of all this the higher pres- 
sures cause additional elastic expansion 
of the chamber on firing, requiring more 
elasticity in the brass, not less.

Getting down to cases, pun intended, | 
decided a 6PPC was needed for compari- 
son with my other wildcats. The process 
of obtaining it was aided by an offhand 
offer to help Dennis Glasscock of Jack- 
sonville get into bench rest. He wanted a 
PPC, so two 6mm PPCs were fabricated. 
Back to the case problem; the “factory” 
PPC cases were very crooked. It could be 
that the neck sizing didn’t help them any. 
Anyway full length sizing is recommend- 
ed, especially if case neck turning is to be 
done on the lathe, or on any of the turning 
devices, such as the Forster, where the 
base is held in a collet. 

At least two turning operations are nec- 
essary if really uniform neck walls are 
going to be obtained. My opinion is that 
lathe turning is still the best way. More 
than one turning operation requires a 
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good snug fit of the loaded case neck in 
the chamber on the first firing. A “no clear- 
ance” fit is necessary. 

The TNT cannot be recommended to 
shooters who do not have the equipment 
or the patience to obtain this “no clear- 
ance” fit. Incidentally, the factories give 
us essentially a “no clearance” fit in the 22 
rimfire match, mostly overseas factories, 
now, since Remington and Winchester no 
longer make 22RF match. 

After the first turning the 6PPC was 
loaded with all the H322 it would hold, 49 
to 49.5 on the Culver measure. 70 grain 
bullets straighten the cases with this load 
on firing. My barrel was cut off and 
rechambered from a 6mm Wasp so! used 
standard cleaning methods. With a new 
barrel the Masker cleaning routine can be 
used while the cases are being formed. 

The second turn should be just a clean 
up. Remove as little metal as possible. If 
the cases were reasonably straight on the 
first turn, neck wall variation, after the 
second turn, will not be measurable with 
ball mics. If it is measurable, a second fir- 
ing and third turn will be required. After all 
this, only about .001” clearance should be 
allowed on the diameter, otherwise neck 
sizing will be necessary. 

The cartridges to be compared to the 
6PPC are the short Wasp in 6mm which | 
shot at Johnstown in 1982. This case 
holds only very slightly more than the 
PPC, maybe a half grain. Also anew case 
based on BR brass obtained from Wally 
Hart. It is a short 6mm International. It 
holds about two grains more than the 
PPC and has a lot of taper on the body. 
This case is an attempt to find out if body 
taper has anything to do with hard clos- 
ing. Somebody finally sent me 25 of the 
new experimental Federal cases. They 
are all made up ready to fire in the short 
Wasp. The quality of these cases is very 
good. Only 3 of the 25 ran over .001” vari- 
ation in neck wall thickness. Case dimen- 
sion picture herewith.

Dear Dave, 

My letter to you on case concentricity 
was intended to tweak your curiosity, for 
after all my preamble, | did no more than 
allude to factual data. Its publication must 
reflect the astuteness of the editor (or 
desperation) combined with the literary 
talent of the author. . .and most question 
the latter. 

| am enclosing a series of tables and 
graphs that reflect some of the hard data. 
For purposes of comparison, | have in- 
cluded other than PPC data, for in that 
comparison, the relative values, albeit 
unitless, take on some semblance of 
measurable data. 

Measurement technique was the same 
for all cases. For all case calibers, the 
cases were prepared in like fashion, fire 
formed and then cleaned again . . . a fur- 
ther note on cleaning later. Temperature 
and humidity were held to a constant as 
was the amount of beer consumed. (Edi- 
tor: Atlast... for the first time... a true, 
controlled experiment). 

The first measurements were made on 
the SAKO PPC brass. Keep in mind that 
this brass was initially segregated by 
weight and then subsequently further se- 
lected by performance over six days of 
match shooting. Cases numbered 100- 
115 represent the result of that process. 
The case weights are very close because 
that was how they were selected in the 
first place. The small range of deviation in 
case concentricity, | believe, reflects their 
proven range performance. 

PPC cases 1-50 are a near-random 
jumble; some are close in weight, for they 
were initially segregated by weight and 
then subsequently were rejected, rightly 
or wrongly. Of 198 cases, some were ini-

tially put aside because of excess weight 
variation and some were put aside for 
whatever bias was operative at the time. 
In any case, series 1-50 PPC cases are 
thought to be representative of a larger 
population. 

After detecting that good-performing 
cases had low-deviation ranges, | looked 
at all the cases again in an attempt to find 
another lot of similar cases for a newly- 
acquired Sinclair HV rifle. | selected 36 
cases by low-deviation measurement and 
used them to “break in” the new Hart bar- 
rel employing the anal compulsive tech- 
niques recommended by our own ac- 
knowledged experts. This graph (1-50) 
demonstrates the small deviation and 
moderate weight variation found, but 
nothing compared to subsequent com- 
mercial brass studied. 

What effect does cleaning have on 
measurement? Is it necessary to have 
super-clean brass? | added five proven 
cases to my initial 15 (cases 100-115) and 
then cleaned the insides as best | could 
and tumbled them for two hours. After a 
final cloth cleaning, | re-measured them 
(now referred to as LV 6MM PPC CASES 
[BLOCK]) and graphed the results. It can 
be seen that one can reduce the measura- 
ble variation by about two units, a ques- 
tionable benefit for the effort, but it does 
answer the question. (I’ve forgotten who 
asked the question). (Editor: Probably 
Maretzo; he’s always asking questions at 
strange times.) 

Given that all cases are prepared as 
thoroughly and as accurately as possible, 
and, further, given that all reside in one 
deviation range (indicative of the same 
general case-wall thickness), then it is

reasonable to assume that any case- 
weight variation is probably secondary to 
case-web thickness. The logical exten- 
sion of this assumption is that, in cases of 
similar wall thickness and good concen- 
tricity (low deviation), that weight varia- 
tion will reflect case-volume variation, to 
whatever small degree. 

No, | did not carry out case water- 
volume measurements. My quantitative 
analysis says it is a valid experiment of 
high accuracy, but my experience tells me 
that it demands far more than | have to 
give in effort and time. 

Accepting the above assumption, then 
it is reasonable to further segregate 
cases of known wall thickness and good 
concentricity by weight. Given the estab- 
lished data base, the computer can easily

list any given group by ascending weight. 
Is this worth while? | think so. In a full 
day’s testing under ideal conditions, 
cases of low-deviation, high weight- 
variance shot bigger groups than those 
cases of low-deviation, low weight- 
variation. How much? In a_non- 
statistically significant number of groups, 
the groups dropped from the 0.3’s to the 
low 0.2’s. Low group in best brass was 
0.127’while worst group (in high-weight 
variation brass) was 0.496”. 

It is interesting to look at the graphs for 
the 30-338 brass and the 6mm Reming- 
ton brass. The deviation for the 1000- 
yard brass was much greater than for the 
PPC brass, but significantly less than that 
found with the 6mm Remington brass. All 
the above brass was from the same lot 
number and prepared in the same manner 
as the PPC brass. Samples from other 
lots varied more in weight than in devia- 


tion, although some were found to have 
great case wall deviation. 

Initially, | attempted to maintain the 
same Y axis for deviation, but as you can 
see, the deviation of the 6mm Remington 
brass required an axis of higher value; 
aside from that, all data were handled and 
graphed similarly. 

Dave, let me close with an anecdote. A 
Schultz & Larson 6.5 X 55mm 300 meter 
free rifle shot about 1.25” with factory 
ammo. With case preparation alone (with- 
out weight or deviation measurements) 
and with good bullets the groups de- 
creased to the 0.6” range. Clearly, case 
preparation is very effective and perhaps 
for many, is all one needs. For those of us 
who are goaded to greater accuracy by 
our own personal gadfly, the above proc- 
ess would appear to be efficacious.

Dear Dave, 

There’s one thing about benchrest ri- 
fles that can be considered as gospel. 
Through thunder, theory, and tall tales 
.... We're never too old to learn some- 
thing new. With aggregates at their pres- 
ent low figures, and getting lower still, the 
shooter has to be as precise, and as me- 
thodical in every phase of his loading 
preparation as his ability allows. 

There are some things that we really do 
not have control over; a few that come im- 
mediately to mind would have to include 
case wall runout, primers, powder, and 
most certainly, scopes. In these areas we 
come up with what we hope are the best 
components by trial and error .... and 
sometimes the element of luck becomes 
more of a factor than we would like to ac- 
knowledge. These items are all made in 
volume, and | suspect that if we held out 
for one hundred per cent perfection here, 
probably none of us could afford to shoot 
benchrest. Certainly this statement ap- 
plies to our brass cartridge cases. The 
case wall run out should have a bearing on 
the ultimate accuracy level attainable 
.... but how much bearing in a GOOD 
benchrest rifle is a matter for conjecture. 
If you have to buy four or five boxes to get 
20 good cases . ... you still got off pretty 
cheap; indeed this is about the cheapest 
item in benchrest. 

Personally, | agree with T.J. Jackson's 
recent article... . the quality of the brass 
preparation, and particularly in the neck 
area, is quite critical. | also am one who 
squares my case heads before firing the 
case for the first time. The concept of a 
square head, up against a square bolt 
face, with a crush fit .... will stretch the 
case evenly .... so that if the wall thick- 
ness is off somewhat, it will not be any 
worse after fireforming. 

You can make the outfit to do this for 
your 6PPC. Use a Wilson case length 
trimmer, witha .17 caliber cutter installed, 
and make an unfired PPC case holder by 
running a .220 Swift Reamer about half 
way into a piece of barrel stub that is 
turned to the correct size on the outside. 
Tap the case into the holder, and then lay 
it on the trimmer with the back of the case 
against the cutter face. Trim until you get 
a bright cut for 360 degrees around the 
case head. You defeat the purpose of this 
step if you fire the case first, because it 
will draw straight on firing, and the 
stretching is done. 

The quality of your loaded, match case 
is critical... . if you aspire to even a mod- 
est level of success in benchrest. After 


the case is made, it has to be fireformed in 
a precisely cut chamber. Then it has to be 
reloaded in dies that will keep case neck 
run out next to nothing time after time. If 
the runout on aloaded round at the neck is 
any more than the actual bullet runout, 
then something is wrong. It seems to me 
that many of the virtues claimed for the 
case with just about no sidewall variation 
.... would begin to lessen right after we 
started firing that case. Evenif youhavea 
perfect case, one with zero runout.... 
after then firings you are going to have a 
carbon buildup inside that case that will 
never be evenly distributed. It is impossi- 
ble to get all the carbon out of a bottle 
neck type case .... SO once again we 
have variations with case wall thickness 

despite starting with a perfect 
case. 

| just plain am not an indicator freak. | 
get enough measuring practice out of 
making rifles five and a half days a week in 
our gunshop. We make a lot of very accu- 
rate hunting rifles; most are capable of 
putting three shots at 100 yards in a half 
MOA or less. We tune up each gun before 
it leaves the shop, and we get to fire a lot 
of bullets. 

John Lewis, my right hand man, and | 
have lately been amazed at what we have 
been turning up in our testing of primers. 
Believe this or not .... we have been 
changing the group size in a tuned up gun 
as much as three tenths .... by simply 
changing primers. Some of the results 
were so drastic that we kept repeating 
them, if only to make ourselves accept 
what we were plainly seeing. Finally we 
got out my rail gun, to check on what we 
were getting out of tuned hunting guns. | 
proceeded to fire three 25 shot aggre- 
gates (five shot groups). All | changed 
were the primers. The three aggs were 
.1811, .2021 and .2673. None of these 
were great aggs for five shot groups out 
of a rail gun, but the barrel has a lot of 
miles on it, and | was trying to prove a 
point. Without getting into names, the 
.2021 was with primers that | (as well as 
just about everyone else) have been 
shooting; the .1811 was shot with a prim- 
er that was popular several years ago 
(and which just became awful popular 
with me), and the .2673 was with a primer 
not popular in the bench game.... and | 
sure see why. Harold Broughton has been 
telling me about this primer thing for three 
years now. I've been taking it with a grain 
of salt, but as usual .... he’s right. It is 
possible that the load | used liked the flash 
point of one primer better than another,

but | plan to repeat the test with a chrono- 
graph, which should help to finalize the 
truth. Don’t get too complacent about 
primers, a bit of comparison testing just 
might make you a bit ill. 

On the other hand, if you want to get re- 
ally ill. . . .do some extensive scope test- 
ing. In recent months | have found myself 
turning more and more to Dick Thomas at 
Premier Reticles. He knows what he is 
talking about, and we need that in the 
scope field, because friend, there's a lot 
of less-than-great scopes kicking around 
today. In fact the order of the day appears 
to be the task of finding agoodscope.... 
rather than ducking the occasional poor 
one. 

I'm not going to get into the subject of 
bullets, because | would probably find my- 
self stoned to death before a burning bush 
if | do. | do not do extensive bullet testing, 
myself. However | do keep very close taps 
on what bullets are being fired by the top 
shooters, and whether or not they are 
winning with those bullets. As | view the 
matter, fifty or so shooters can do a lot 
better job of testing bullets than | can do 
myself alone. 

What | have tried to say, in all these his- 
trionics and babblings, is that successful 
benchrest shooting requires attention to 
detail... . but the catcher in the rye is to 
know which details to devote attention to. 
Only worry over things that you have con- 
trol over, and get those things as perfect 
as you can. Learn to read the wind, and to 
shoot the wind. If the shooter on the next 
bench blows your doors off, my guess 
would be that the thing that made him alot 
better shooter than you on this given day 
was that he paid a lot more attention to 
the wind than he did to case wall run-out 
.... which | simply do not see as much of 
a factor in precision  benchrest 
chambers. 


OFFICIAL 
SCREAMER PATCH 


One slight revision to the rules that 
were announced in the February issue. 
We originally requested that any shooter, 
applying for a patch, enclose the munifi- 
cent sum of one dollar... . to defray mail- 
ing costs. The thinking (?) behind that was 
to save us the trouble of mailing the patch 
to someone not really interested in the 
modest award. 

A meeting was recently held between 
the editor, the IBS president, and the 
NBRSA president. The meeting was held 
in a rowboat, 12 miles off the Atlantic 
coast (beyond U.S. territorial waters, and 
hence neutral territory). Borden got sea- 
sick, and Berger fell overboard twice, but 
eventually we got things started.

| found the articles by Merrill Martin and 
Creighton Audette, in the September 
issue, very interesting reading. As | have 
mentioned in previous letters, the sport of 
benchrest shooting is almost non- 
existant here in New Zealand, but our 
NRA long range shooting (300 yards to 
1000) is currently undergoing somewhat 
of a revival. I've specialized in making ri- 
fles for this style of shooting for the past 
five years, so | have some information of 
my own to throw into the hopper of per- 
sonal experience. 

George Swenson’s ‘‘Swing”’ action is 
fairly popular in New Zealand for the long 
range stuff, and a few shooters have had 
consistent success with it. The limiting 
factor with these rifles is that we are re- 
stricted to shooting the NAT O-type bullet 
of 144 grain boat-tail design, made in 
Australian government plants. While this 
bullet has an efficient design, quality is 
poor. (Editor: | find that hard to believe. 
Why, |! can get a letter from here to Califor- 
nia in ten days or so. Governments are

they have gotten the cost for a toilet seat 
in some of our airplanes down to under 
$700.00 now. Sorry | had to jump in there, 
but someone had to come to the defense 
of government). The major problem is 
that just about every bulletin a box seems 
to have been made in its own die; they 
vary so much in ogive, length, diameter, 
and base shape. (Editor: | fail to see why 
you are upset. Accept my assurance that 
all the best U.S. bullet-makers only make 
one bulletin adie. ...and then destroy it 

. on the premises that it is now worn 
out. You wouldn't want bullets from a 
worn die, would you?). I’ve shot literally 
hundreds of these bullets in testing, and 
the honest truth is that | have been unable 
to get a group under .650 with them. (Edi- 
tor: stop griping .... I’ve never had a 
group under .650, once | fired the second 
shot, in my life). Fortunately, this seems 
to be good enough for the long range bull 
sizes. 

Merrill may be interested to know that 
Swenson uses selected Schultz and 
Larson match barrels on his Swing ac- 
tions. He would probably find the groove 
diameter on the NATO rifle to be .307”, or 
less, as the FMJ NATO bullet shoots bet- 
ter when ‘‘squeezed’’. | would have to 
offer the opinion, based on my experi- 
ence, that the best shooting rifles that | 
have dealt with have been the locally 
made Barnard 3 lug actions, with Austra- 
lian made Maddco barrels, or USA made 
Viktor barrels. (Skip Gordon will know all

about the Maddco benchrest barrels). | 
have not found the Schultz and Larson 
barrels to be all that uniform (in groove di- 
ameter) from barrel to barrel. The Viktor 
barrels that | import into New Zealand are 
four groove, .3065 to .3070 groove diam- 
eter, 14” twist, 28” long, and are the best 
barrels that | myself have ever used for 
long range shooting. | have been unable 
to find, or should | say ‘‘detect’’, any im- 
provement in accuracy going from my 
own, pillar bedded, two lug, sleeved Rem- 
ington 600 action to the three lug 
Barnard, and Omark 44, or the four lug 
Swing action. This has been the conclu- 
sion from many hours shooting both mili- 
tary and match quality bullets off a 
bench. 

Of special interest to Merrill Martin, lam 
enclosing copies of some groups shot 
with the Victor .307”x 14 barrel, using 
cast bullets shot by an unknown (to me, 
anyway) U.S.A. shooter, using a ‘'.30 
Blitz’’, whatever that may be. He was 
using a Donnelly barrel (made by C. P. 
Donnelly, Siskivou gun Works, 405 Kubli 
Road, Grants Pass, Oregon 97527, 
phone (503) 846-6604). Donnelly’s Inter- 
national Match contour barrel is excellent 
for weight-restricted match rifles, and 
easily gives half minute of angle accuracy. 
Perhaps Creighton Audette would be in- 
terested in the potential of this barrel. | 
have chronographed the 144 grain FMJ 
NATO bullet at 3100 F.P.S. in .308 Win- 
chester chambering with 47.0 grains of 
Winchester 748, Norma cases, Federal 
210 primers, and .010 bullet jump. Accu- 
racy was consistently under an inch at 
100 yards; this with bullets whose major 
characteristic was that there was no two 
alike. 

You will note from the accompanying 
data that a Donnelly 7MM barrel did ex- 
tremely well in the 1984 metallic silhou- 
ette season, in the hands of Jim Feren. 

So much for now. Would appreciate it if 
you would pass copies of the attached 
along to Merrill Martin and Creighton 
Audette.

Dear Dave: 

Finally got to the range with the better 
chronographed loads, guess what, they 
don’t all shoot accurate! Lead bullets and 
quick powders do funny things to each 
other, velocity may be the same, but some 
are a slow start and others a quick start 
and still others a violent start. The results 
on the target are the moment of truth. 

Just to throw another variable in, each 
load was tried with 4 different bullet 
hardnesses. 

Using 1 part wheel weight metal and 1 
part lead, plus 1% tin, | have a metal! can 
heat treat to give Brinnel hardness from 
10 to 25 and anything in between. What 
the other experimenters have failed to do 
is keep the bullet weight the same as they 
changed hardness because they altered 
the alloy which changed the density and 
weight. 

Now to specifics. Five lbs wheel weight, 
5 lbs lead and 700 grains weight pure tin. 
Even straight wheel wts and tin is OK. 
None of this is too critical as nearly any 
portion involved will harden and it’s main- 
ly to get a repeatable bullet weight and an 
alloy that casts easily. Beware lino type 
metal unless diluted way down to the level 
of wheel weights and then beware as it 
may not harden without the trace of 
arsenic. 

Once the bullets are hardened or heat 
treated the fun begins. Now this new step 
and procedure few are aware of. Drawing 
back or tempering the hardness just like 
steel. 450°F and quench in water hard- 
ened the bullet. After aging 24 hours it’s 
time to start drawing back the hardness. 
400° F for an hour and slow cool gives 
about 10 BHN. 350° F about 12 BHN, 
300° about 16 BHN and 250° about 20 
BHN. 

What's nice is that the hardness is uni- 
form throughout the length of the bullet. 
What | have done to the granular and 
crystal structure of the lead | don’t know 
and it probably doesn’t matter as | am get- 
ting the proper end results. 

In no uncertain terms, the targets 
showed the lower hardness bullets made 
the smallest groups at the lower veloci- 
ties. Contrary to all the books, | only got 
leading with the harder bullets. 

For my little 30-30 X 1-1/2” and the 190 
grain bullet, the final test was with 4756, 
red dot, PB and 700X using a 1/16” 
polyethelene wad behind the bullet. Pistol 
primers worked best. All four gave about 
1200 FPS and a 25 FPS spread or less. 
The 4756 was the winner on the target 
with 10 grain giving 1/2” groups at 100 
yds and with the BHN 12 hardness bul- 
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lets. The 22 BHN hardness gave a group 
spread over 2” with all four powders. The 
regular 30-30 used at Coors '84 did its 
best with BHN 16 and 1550 FPS and 4759 
and rifle primers. 

We are beginning to get control over 
each of the elements involved in the lead 
bullet mystery mess. The only brief test 
we made on gas check higher velocity 
lead bullets looked real good but had to be 
shelved to concentrate on the shutzen 
plain base design. Basic rule, no 
assumptions!! 

Next will be on larger 375 and 45 caliber 
and they gotta go 1/2 minutes!! 

Now we know why we went down the 
drain at Coors ’85 with our 30-30 X 1-1/2, 
we just needed 6 months more testing on 
the new design.

It was somewhere in 1967 that | wan- 
dered into a local gunshop, and found a 
dozen back-issues of Precision Shooting 
magazine for sale, at the princely sum of a 
quarter apiece. At the time, I'd been “into” 
shooting for a half dozen years, and prob- 
ably had fifteen to eighteen fine rifles of 
my own. There were some nice old single 
shots, some rebarreled to modern var- 
mint cartridges, some left with original 
.32-40 and .38-55 barrels, some nice bolt 
actions by Griffin and Howe, Hoffman 
Arms, and a few of the better grade facto- 
ry rifles. So | knew which end of the barrel 
the bullet came out of, in any event. While 
my friend gabbed with the proprietor, | idly 
thumbed through the pages of this maga- 
zine, which | had never heard of, and 
found myself appreciating the intelligence 
of the writing. As a dyed-in-the-wool gun 
enthusiast of that time, | was probably 
buying six to eight popular gun maga- 
zines a month, regular as clockwork. If | 
were lucky, I'd find two or maybe three 
(absolute maximum) articles per month 
that were worth a hoot in hades. Most of 
the stuff (Is the .30-30 Adequate for Griz- 
zly Bear? The .243 Versus The .244! The 
.22 Rimfire for Self Defense!) were givena 
one minute scan. But here, in these too 
brief pages was another world .... a 
world of intelligent mortals. | think, if | re- 
call correctly, that the hot topics of the 
moment were sleeving actions, and un- 
dersize versus oversize benchrest bul- 
lets. Heated letters were written to the ed- 
itor on minute technical matters, and the 
following month there would be a half 
dozen letters, taking the opposite view- 
point, mostly accompanied by charts,

graphs, photos, and some of them just a 
little less in length than the original 
Guttenburgh Bible. To this day | have 
been a great admirer of the Schuetzen 
riflemen of the turn of the century, an ac- 
tivity very dormant in New England; but | 
sensed something of the Schuetzen era in 
these benchrest rifles, and the technical 
cranks | found in the pages. So | spent 
three bucks, purchased the dozen back 
issues, and unknowingly | changed a 
major portion of my life. 

Brought them home, read them, and re- 
read them. The thought was reoccurrent 
.... ThisisIT....the REALSTUFF.... 
intellectual TRUTH. | HAD TO HAVE A 
BENCHREST RIFLE. Covered every 
gunshop in southern New England for a 
month .... no benchrest rifles for sale. 
Few even knew what | was talking about. 
“A benchrest rifle .... what do you do 
with that .... shoot benches? HAW ... 
HAW ... HAW!” Came back home after a 
futile night of putting up with such an intel- 
lectual desert, looked back through those 
wondrous pages, and could only find one 
gunsmith who was advertising that he 
would MAKE a benchrest rifle. | remem- 
ber the ad clearly to this day.... 
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T. H. “Ted” Boughton thus came into 
my life, or vice-versa if you prefer. A can- 
tankerous 5 foot—5S inch, 145 pound gen- 
tleman, Ted had a unique speech impedi- 
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ment .... to Ted, there was only THE 
TRUTH....and one degree to the left or 
one degree to the right wasn’t good 
enough. In the ensuing five years that | 
was active in benchrest shooting, and his 
confidant, Ted never once compromised 
his beliefs for reward or gain, be it politi- 
cal, social, or monetary. Take, for in- 
stance, George Kelbly, of Ohio, another 
fellow cut from the same bolt of cloth, as 
far as integrity goes. | don’t have exact 
figures, but | suspect that George goes 
about six-four, and 275 pounds. Age and 
the familiarity of leadership have mel- 
lowed George a lot in the year of Our Lord 
1986, but in the late 60’s, it was not un- 
known that in a heated technical or 
benchrest political article, George just 
might... . how shall we say this... .GET 
MAD! When this state of affairs came to 
be, prudent men took a few steps to the 
rear, and went looking for a cold beer. Did- 
n't bother Ted one iota. In his late 60’s in 
age, a foot shorter, 130 pounds lighter, 
Ted would light his blackened briar pipe 
with one of his ever present wooden 
matches, and say mildly, “I don't see it 
that way.” 

Ted died in the late 1970's, and we lost 
one of God’s unique and singular crea- 
tions. Even when | temporarily got out of 
shooting, and sold all my guns, | kept all 
his letters. I've re-read them many times 
.... and what | propose to do here is to 
take you through some of the high points 
of three years of letters to a fellow who 
was learning the benchrest game. Ted 
would charge me for three hours labor on 
a specific project, and then spend a cou- 
ple further (gratis) hours writing me a let- 
ter explaining what it was all about. 

In his landmark book, The Accurate 
Rifle, Warren Page acknowledged the ad- 
vice and wisdom of T. H. Boughton, of 
410 Stone Road, Rochester, New York. 
So do I. 

Letter of 1-31-68 date. Acknowledging 
my initial order for my first benchrest rifle. 
Excerpts: 

“Barrel — Hart for sure — I have Clyde 
make all my heavy varmint barrels. .875 
@ 26 inches instead of .900. Then | cut 
the barrel length to make the weight of 
13¥2 pounds, and they generally wind up 
25 inches. 

Stock — blank by Stinehour, laminated 
walnut. This makes up into the most use- 
able stock of any that | have used; you 
probably know that it’s next toimpossible 
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to get any real good wood nowadays. But 
in this type of stock, and for this purpose, 
with real good dense wood we couldn't 
make the weight limit, so the light weight 
Eastern walnut is best, and with my sys- 
tem of bedding there is no problem. When 
| get through reinforcing the action area, 
nothing moves very much, ever. 

Most of the shooters are going for the 
2222, and my version of it is on the .222 
mag case with shoulder pushed back to 
get the same long neck as the .222 stan- 
dard, but about .115 longer body — using 
about 26 grains of 4895 and Sierra 53 
grain benchrest bullet at 200 yards, |usea 
6-inch drop tube and get in about 26.5 
grains. Of course this is with the 7/2 Rem- 
ington primer. | carry the Wilson chamber 
type bullet seater, and | make a special 
base for the .222¥2. | can form a set of 
cases for you, if you would like. 

Cost estimate: Hart barrel, fitted, 
chambered and polished: $100.00. Lami- 
nated walnut stock, inletted, match quali- 
ty bedding, reinforced, hand-rubbed oil 
finish: $135.00.” 

Excerpts from letter of 4-6-68: 

“As i just finished chambering and fit- 
ting your barrel (Hart #C520), | will take 
time to write a letter. | am so damned 
snowed under with work | don’t know 
which way to turn. | have turned down 
enough work in the last three weeks to 
keep me going over a month, promises 
now running into late July. | am supposed 
to be retired, but nobody believesit.... 

In your recent letter you were talking 
about “four and one” groups, and fre- 
quently it’s the fifth shot that opens up 
your group. | call that shooter pressure. | 
have done that many times myself. Then, 
after the record group is over, with the 
pressure off, I'll swing back on the sight- 

_er, and slam five shots into less than .300. 
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On turning case necks, | had an article 
in P.S. about a year ago on that subject. 
For years | have experimented with 
cases. | had the first set up to measure the 
run out with a dial gauge, and | was said 
(at that time) to be crazy, by the “ex- 
perts”. Today most all are checking 
necks, but the neck is only part of the 
story. | found, by sawing many cases in 
sections, that a case with, say .005 run 
out in the neck would have a tapered run 
out back to the solid head of as much as 
.015 to .020, and you can prove this to 
yourself. Go thru some of your older 
cases. You will find some with a pro- 
nounced bulge ON ONE SIDE ONLY — 
follow a straight line up to the mouth, and 
check the run out. You will find that point 
is the thin side, so when | found this out, | 
stopped turning case necks, because a 
cocked head is as bad, or worse. 

Cartridge cases today are much better 
than they were say seven or eight years 
ago. Now the cases that | get made up for 
your new .222'2 will be trimmed to length 
1.820-1.825 inch, champfired, flash holes 
and run out measured, and cases segre- 
gated as to run out. | consider a max run 
out of .002-.0025 is about it for match 
use, and the few that are over that are 
okay for practice, etc. So there will be no 
neck turning, and | think that you will see 
why. 

On the neck die that you mention (that 
you want with the rifle), | don’t know if you 
mean the drive-in type, or if you mean the 
conventional die as used ina press. | used 
to make the drive-in die, but they are too 
costly to make. Besides, | consider the 
advantages are few if any, sol don’t make 
‘em. | use and sell only RCBS dies and 
presses, as the best is none too good. | 
can supply an RCBS NECK die, and an- 
other time will explain its advantage.” 


* * * * * * * * * * 
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Excerpts from letter of 5-18-68: 

“Well, at long last your rifle is complet- 
ed, and it looks very good. | had some 
trouble with the trigger you sent me (note: 
| had sent Ted a 722 Remington action 
and a Cantar trigger that | had purchased 
used). Somebody had oiled it. DO NOT 
OIL A TRIGGER!! Oil just introduces dust 
and grit into your trigger. 

You will note that | put three slotted 
screws in, replacing the three Allen 
screws that previously held the action. 
The only thing that Allen screws ever did 
was to distort the action and pull the 
threads, and this gun was no exception. 
Some shooters seem to think if they get a 
wild one, tighten the guard screws some 
more, but if the bedding is right and well 
supported, all you dois tighten the screws 
with a good screwdriver evenly and that is 
all. Even with a screw driver and plain 
wood you can bend hell out of an 
action. 

You will note that everything about this 
stock is functional, such as the “lip” that | 
built up with Bisonite on the pistol grip. 
This will keep the fingers in position for 
aiming and the rear of grip flows into the 
underside of the stock, so it won't catch 
your left hand on the sand bag. 

The proper position is — left hand on

rear bag, squeezing for elevation; right 
hand on wrist of stock, forefinger near 
trigger, middle two fingers or last three on 
front side of pistol grip, rest of hand slight- 
ly cupped, thumb laying alongside doing 
nothing. Pull the rifle into shoulder with 
fingers on grip, and touch it off. Uniformity 
with this method will work out the best in 
the long run. 

The firing that | have done with this rifle 
indicates about 25.5 grains of 4895 — 7% 
Remington primers, 52.5 grain own bul- 
lets .... $0 youcan start here, but try 25 
to 26 grains. I've found 4895 or 3031 
works the best in this case; the 4895 will 
fill it right up and leave no air space, and it 
burns cleanly. 

Bullets should be seated to barely 
touch the lands. Youcan do this with good 
cases, but not with cases with great varia- 
tions in thickness, side to side. 

| have segregated your cases in 
groups; .001 and less, .001 to .0015, 
.0016 to .002, and those over .002 | don't 
use atall. As| fire the .001 andless, I grad- 
ually sort out the ones that show a uni- 
form bulge at the solid head (a slight line

around the case) and also they must take 
the bullet and hold it in alignment — total 
indicator reading .002 or less.” 

Excerpts from 10-1-68 letter (I’ve just 
ordered my second rifle from Ted, a 
sporter). 

“| hear that Remington is coming out 
with a 20X scope this winter that is about 
17¥2 ounces and mounts entirely on the 
action, thus saving a scope extension. 

| don’t Know what you are considering 
on the action, a 722, a660, ora 40X? The 
660 is a good action and is lighter, and 
with a sleeve, and a slug in the magazine 
cutout it’s still lighter than the 40XB. 

The 6x47 is probably the best “near 
standard” case to use; some of them per- 
form very well and some just won't shoot. 
At 100 yards most of them do well, but it’s 
asking too much of that little case to get 
‘em out to 200 yards with anything left. 

| have rejuvenated a case that | used 
years ago called the “6MM short ver- 
sion”, made from .243 or .308 brass. 
Overall length is 1.700 inch, 43MM. Neck 
is .370 long, shoulder is 28 degrees, and it 
holds about 32 grains 4895. This thing 
shot awful nice with 75-80 grain bullets. 
Then | got anew die and! ran into trouble; 
same as in the .22 calibers it was caused 
by the “cup” in the seater die. And | just 
thought that the 6MM was NG, and 
dropped the whole mess, but since that 
time, bullets are better, and | have just re- 
ceived some new dies from RCBS. Well, 
it’s ten o'clock, and | can hardly see, so 
think | will go. Write!” 

Excerpts from 1-24-69 letter: 

“lam getting your 6x47 lined up. | have 
the barrel and the stock, a Canjar set trig- 
ger is on the way. | sleeved several 722 
actions a few years back, but then gave it 
up because of the work involved, and also 
| could get Hart actions quite easily then, 
also cheaper than now. So! was all out of 
aluminum tube, and if you think | didn't 
have atime getting some... . yousee the 
nominal size of the 722 action is 1.356 
inch and the limit on the outside diameter 


is 1.750, and | didn’t want to have to bore 
out the inside diameter; that is a hell of a 
job in a 12 inch hole. | called every metal 
dealer in the city and couldn't find any that 
| could use. 

| finally located a dealer who called their 
warehouse out of town and they had 
some that was okay, plus it is the harder 
drawn tube. The stuff that | used before 
was soft extruded, so this is much better. 
| had to take a full length of it, 12 feet, and 
boy, aluminum today is about the price of 
gold, but anyway the stuff is here, and | 
will have to go back into sleeving actions. | 
talked to Clyde Hart a while back and the 
stuff that he has got is 1.25 inch internal 
diameter, soft, and he has to bore it out.” 

Excerpts from 4-21-69 date: 

“Regarding your 6x47 cases. This was 
the worst Remington brass that | have 
seen in 7-8 years, when it was alllike this. | 
have in the past started out with 100 
cases — threw out 75 — looked over the 
balance, threw them away, and started 
over again. But in recent years the brass 
has been very good, thatis, until | ran into 
these, and you can't tell what they will do 
until you form them. You will notice that 
more of the 6x47’s are worse than the 
.222/2's; that is because we opened up 
the necks and the soft and/or thin side 
stretched more. 

Now, before you decide to do some- 
thing about it and buy some gadget to turn 
the necks, let me say this... . toget good 
match grade cases, you MUST start off 
the GOOD CASES. Once the brass is 
blanked and cupped and formed, there is 
NO WAY of properly correcting the thick 
and thin sides .... this condition is 
caused by worn tooling and/or uneven 
hardness of the materials. 

So, if you start turning necks on a pilot 
or whatever, you wind up with all sorts of 
necks, and really you haven't helped a bit, 
as the neck is only part of the problem. If 
you were to take a case that runs out 3-5 
thousandths at the neck, and carefully slit 
it lengthwise, and then re-measure at the 
junction of wall to solid head — thin to 
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thick side — and you will find the .0003 to 
.0005 has increased to .006 to .030 plus. 
Now, if such a case was fired a few times 
— here is what would take place: 1) In 
seating the bullet it would have to be out 
of line of bore the amount of run out. 2) the 
thin side will expand out lengthwise more 
than the thick side. 3) There will be a bulge 
at junction of wall and solid head greater 
than thick side; that means that head is 
offset, also cocked. So you can pick out 
bad cases by simply checking cases after 
a few firings for this uneven bulge. 

| think that you can see by the above 
why you must have good brass to start 
with. | did not arrive at this by theory 
alone; | have cut and examined many 
cases for many years and | consider the 
cartridge case a very important part of 
precision shooting. 

There are not too many set triggers 
used today in benchrest. Most are single 
stage, and | personally like the Canjar de- 
luxe single stage and | think that when you 
find out by hard experience that you can't 
shoot the varmint classes with a no con- 
tact hold, you will like this trigger also.” 

Excerpts from 5-18-69 letter: 

“As to the “no contact” hold on the var- 
mint rifles, if you get around to some of 
the matches, and observe the shooters in 
action, then later ask some of them how 
they hold the rifle you will get some great 
stories. But wait till the match is over, 
check the top ten, and remember how you 
observed them. There are some that ap- 
pear to use nocontact, but watch their left 
hand. There are some rifles being made at 
present with a straight grip (classic shot- 
gun style); in a season or so you will see 
most of them discarded. Wanna bet? | 
have known all the older shooters, and 
have seen the fads come and go, so | 
don't get excited. Ed Shilen for example, 
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a few years ago he thought that the 
thumbhole stock was the ultimate an- 
swer. I’ve seen a lot of theories on stocks 
go full circle in the last decade. 

Dave, at each shoot, they have a place 
where they hang the targets; this place is 
called the “wailing wall”. And there you 
supposedly can find out just what caused 
each wild shot. Shooters have to have ali- 
bis, and! think in my 18 years in this game, 
| have heard most all of them. But it boils 
down mostly to SHOOTER ERROR. 
There is the occasional bad bullet or bad 
primer, but you can have bad bullets just 
as easily if you make your own. | have 
made jacketed bullets since World War 
Two, and take it from me, | have made 
both good and bad, and so had everyone 
else. | have at present three sets of B&A 
.22 caliber dies, one 6MM B &A, and one 
.25 caliber B & Aset....and yet | shoot 
Sierra a good part of the time. Making 
your own bullets is a fine pastime. There 
is plenty to learn, and if you win with your 
own bullets, lots of satisfaction... .if you 
lose, naturally you'll blame it on the barrel 
or whatever. 

Today it’s not very easy to get into it be- 
cause nobody wants to make bullet dies, 
because they can’t even make gun- 
smith’'s pay rate. The only good new dies 
are carbide as made by Ross Sherman 
and Clarence Detsch. Cost is $400 plus | 
believe Detsch makes his dies with an 
RCBS A2 press, which he fits with a preci- 
sion ram and this adds close to another 
$100. Another way is to locate a good set 
of B & Adies, and here you must be very 
careful because many of them are badly 
worn by now. | mentioned that | had three 
.22 caliber sets now .... my #1 set has 
made many, many bullets and was badly 
worn several years ago, at which time | 
had it chrome plated and relapped. It has 
worked fine, but is again showing signs of 
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wear so! will have to pension it off. | would 
not sell these to anyone, some people 
would, so this is what you have to watch 
out for. My other sets are nearly new, 
used very little, and last year Ray Biehler 
and | spent two days relapping and polish- 
ing them. 

The “spinning” of bullets is open to 
many questions. Just what does it tell 
you? Last two seasons | have been shoot- 
ing bullets in several matches that | had 
previously thrown out. | won the 200 yard 
stage twice at South Creek with bullets 
that run out 5 to 7 tenths. Dave Hall and 
others have done the same thing. So 
where do you draw the line? the spinner 
did its job 4-5 years ago, when we really 
had trouble, so now it’s just another 
operation. 

You mentioned that lip on the pistol grip 
on the .222V2. | thought that you would 
get to like it. As far as beauty is con- 
cerned, | don’t let that interfere with func- 
tion, as | consider these guns to be a tool 
only, and it is necessary to use plastics 
some times to achieve the desired effect. 
You will seldom find anything on things | 
build that doesn’t have a reason”

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Excerpts from 7-27-69 letter: 

“I've just finished a sporter class rifle 
that | had promised would be ready for 
The Nationals. It’s a sleeved 722 action, 
Hart 14 twist barrel, Canjar single stage 
trigger, and the owner’s modified stock. 
It's chambered for the 6MM-225 Win- 
chester. There are several of them being 
used, and they all shoot pretty well. Clar- 
ence Detsch has been using this cartridge 
for about three years now, and he does 
okay, So we will see. (Editor: Being a curi- 
ous individual, I’ve just dug out my 1969 
Nationals report — yes, | do accumulate 
things — and went looking for that gun in 
the equipment listing. It was obviously 
built for Art Blensinger, a Rochester area 
shooter, and a fine shot. Art fired itin both 
light varmint and sporter, and did halfway 
decent at 100 yards both times (15th and 
23rd), but had troubles at 200 yards both 
times. Art finished 13th in heavy varmint 
that year with a Boughton built .222%2).

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Sorry to hear that you're having trouble 
with that 6x47. However, this condition is 
not unusual; it happens to the very best 
people. If it is putting four shots together 
with one out, it sounds as if it wants to 
shoot. Dave Hall who is one of the best 
and most experienced 6x47 shooters 
tells me that he had a similar problem with 
the 12-inch twist barrels and he had to cut 
way back on his powder, and then it was 
okay, so in view of that | might suggest 
trying H380 and 4895, and if you make it 
to South Creek, try to get some Detsch 
bullets, around 80 grains weight. Also a 
variation in holding can cause this condi- 
tion. | have the same trouble, as | shoot 
too many guns, and my match guns not 
enough. 

See you at South Creek, We will be 
there all four days, but1'll only be shooting 
heavy varmint. | didn’t have time to make 
myself a 1072 pounder.” 

Excerpts from 1-3-70 letter: 

“Received the 6x47 sporter that you 
set back to me tocheck out. Pulled it apart 
and found the stock had bellied out on the 
sides, however, it was perfect on the level 
alignment. | didn’t use any glass on this 
job on account of weight, but will have to 
now. | have ordered a new reamer for the 
6MM sporter. I've been playing with sev- 
eral case shapes and finally decided ona 
short .225 with a long neck. | decided that 
the standard .225 case is too big. It takes 
about 36 grains of 4895; the 6x47 takes 
about 27.5, and| made the new short .225 
to shoot about 32-33 grains 4895 in a 14- 
inch twist barrel.” 

Excerpts from letter of 11-18-70 date: 

“On the 2222, | didn’t originate it, and | 
don’t have any idea who did. Ed Shilen 
showed it to me about 1960. | liked the 
idea very much, because the original .222 
was designed on brass of .010-.011 inch 
thickness. The standard load was 20.7 
grains 4198 with a 50 grain bullet and 
Remington #7 primers. Since then the 
brass in .222 has been thickened several 
times and now runs .012-.014 inch, and in 
some cases over .015.

On acase the size of the .222, this de- 
creases case capacity considerably and 
those who still use 4198 are down to 18.0- 
19.5 grains for a load. 

So in the 222'2 | could see the advan- 
tage of being able to use other powders 
with a better load and get away from 
4198, which is difficult to run through a 
measure. 

There are many versions of the 222%2. 
Shilen’s first one was .125 inch deeper 
than the standard .222, as was my first 
one. | have since settled on .120 deeper 
than standard, and size the .222 mag 
case to fit. 

You asked how | select and re-work 
cases, .222 mag to .222¥2. 

| take a quantity of new mag cases and: 
1) Run neck expander plug through neck 
and into die enough to make sure that the 
neck is round. 

2) Champfer neck inside. 

3) Run all cases through neck runout 
check. Discard the real bad ones — over 
.002 side to side difference. A few are apt 
to go t- .003 or .004. 

4) The remaining cases are reformed to 
.2222 by pushing the shoulder back the 
proper amount to properly fit the cham- 
ber. Or | can do this by using a home- 
made gauge and a couple of fired 
cases. 

5) Trim the cases to 1.820-1.825 inch 
overall length. 

6) Champfer in and out. 

7) Check flash holes for uniformity and in- 
side burrs at flash holes. 

8) Run all remaining cases through 
runout gauge and place the best of these, 
usually around .001-.0015 total runout 
into a box labeled “match cases”. The 
rest go for sighters. 

Now we have aset of pretty good cases 
but there is one more thing that we were 
unable to check, and that is thickness run 
out back at the solid head section, and 
this is important. 

This can be picked up visually after 
cases have been fired a few times, you 
can notice a distinct line around the case 
at junction of solid head and case body.

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Careful examination of the case will show 
a bulge on one side of the body. If this is 
excessive, throw the case out. | have 
heard this bulge explained by the experts 
(EXPERT: DAMN POOR MECHANIC 
AWAY FROM HOME) as: an oversize 
chamber, chamber not in line with bore (I 
don’t know how to do this), crooked ac- 
tion, too much headspace, too hot loads, 
etc., etc. But lets look at it from a practical 
point of view. These shiny little pieces of 
brass are made by the gun companies in 
large quantity and they do a pretty good 
job of it. In past years, not too good. In 
forming things from metal, the company 
has certain problems, and the two most 
affecting us are tool wear and raw stock 
variations. Two other factors enter ad- 
versely into production today, and to a 
greater or lesser degree they are careless 
tool set up and lack of inspection during 
the making. 

Over the years | have checked many, 
many cartridge cases by sectioning them 
and checking thickness at various points, 
and | have found the following: 

Inacase that runs out at the mouth, say 
.002, that run out will increase as it ap- 
proaches the solid head, and it will be sev- 
eral times that .002 at mouth 
dimension. 

We all know that expansion takes place 
in line of least resistance (the thin side, 
therefore the bulge on one side of the 
case. Simple, huh?). | have cut some .222 
mag cases in past years that had arun out 
at mouth of .004, and .035 at the solid 
head. 

Now when this bulge occurs on one 
side of the case, it’s only visual at that 
point, but the fault runs the length of the 
case to a lessening degree, but still effec- 
tive in distorting the case. To go further, 
we see that the head is offset from the 
center-line by the amount of the run out. 
Also the thin side is stretched lengthwise, 
tilting the head. 

| could go on and on with this, and fol- 
low it back through the bolt head and ac- 
tion, then back to the chamber, but what's 
the use? 

Someone will tell them about turning 
the necks, and that again is the line of 
least resistance, so they will do it. But tell 
me, how does that help? You must have a 
good case to start with; YOU CAN'T 
MAKE A BAD ONE GOOD! 

Back to the 2222, again with cases se- 
lected, fires several times and rechecked. 
| have a gauge set up to measure the head 
run out as well as the seated bullet run 
out, and | discard cases with over .003 
inch run out at head. | throat my barrel to 
seat the bullet approximately .2 inch 
deep. This set up will shoot 26 to 27 
grains of my favorite 4895 powder. To get 
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this much powder into the measure, | use 
a long drop tube on the measure... . the 
powder drops eleven inches from the cyl- 
inder. Then seat the bullet; it just touches 
the powder. This gives about as close to 
100% loading density as you will get. This 
case will also shoot 3031, H380, Reloader 
#11 and others. 

| also have a shortened 30 caliber case, 
and a short .2256 x 6MM. Hope to see you 
at the winter meeting.” 

Excerpts from 11-23-70 letter: 

“You may want to know how | section 
various cases for measuring. 


| take a piece of scrap wood, nearly as 
thick as the length of the case, and drill a 
steped hole through it to approximately fit 
the case taper and the neck. | make the 
neck section separate with a blind hole to 
provide a stop, on the head side | provide 
a swing away stop that will pick up one 
side of the head. 

Then with a 32 inch saw blade, saw 
down through the wood and the center 
line of the case.

Dear Dave 

Thanks for your inquiry about the .22 
HEX, acartridge that occasionally sneaks 
into the match reports up this way ... 
when the guy behind the buttstock steers 
it correctly. 

The .22 HEX is based on the .220 Rus- 
sian case, but the diameter at the shoul- 
der is .410, not the .430 of the PPC. It has 
a .320 inch long neck, and a 35 degree 
shoulder angle. Another way of thinking 
of the cartridge is that it is a .222 (same 
neck length, same body taper, and same 
.080 flash hole diameter), but ina commie 
case. Why did | change the name? Well, 
the PPC Corporation is based on a car- 
tridge that is the .220 Russian basically, 
with the case body blown out .012 ona 
side. | have changed the neck dimension 
by .060, five times a more radical change 
(from a strictly numerical viewpoint) ... 
and | have then sat back and waited for a 
“‘hole’’ new movement to start, and the 
offers (to start anew corporation) to flood 
in... starting with Ferris and Lou, of 
course. The phone has been strangely si- 
lent. Dave, you don’t think that they would 
be starting a new corporation ... based 
onthe .22 HEX...withoutme...doyou? 
(Editor: | bought 20 shares in the HEX 
Corporation... and | think that the stock 
offering was over-subscribed, Tom). 

The case has the same capacity as the 
2222, or the 22 PPC shortened up .090. 
Velocities are 3350-3400 fps, with Mike 
Prokosch’s (PCBC) 51 grain bullets, and 
24 grains of BR 28. 

As you can tell from your match re- 
ports, the case has not made that great 
an impact on the benchrest world, al- 
though, it did win 7 aggs, and 3 grand 
aggs in my heavy varmint rifle this past 
year. Maybe it just needs a name change. 
Got any ideas? (Editor: sorry, the new 
corporation, HEXCO — on the New York 
Stock Exchange — has already hired me 
to rename it. We are leaning toward the 
.22 Garbagetruck ... at the moment... 
because the corporate Board of Directors 
feels that this name just gives a feeling of 
“solid ... dependable ... service’. See 
what happens when a corporation gets 
big . .. and acquires its very own Board? 
(Still want to start a corporation?).

Dear Dave, 

This test was designed to compare the 
difference in accuracy of cases that were 
sized to hold the bullet, as opposed to 
THE SAME CASES with no neck tension 
(bullets seated with the fingers only). The 
test was carried out at the Jackson, New 
Jersey range on August 12th. 

The top set of targets (#1-2-3) had the 
cases sized to hold the bullets. They were 
shot in the rotation of the target numbers, 
with the gun cleaned in between each 
group. No scope adjustments were made 
throughout the test. A different set of 
cases was used for each group in the top 
row. 

The bottom set of target (#4-5-6) were 
also shot in the rotation of the numbers, 
with the gun cleaned in between each 
group. This time the cases had no neck 
tension; bullets were seated with the fin- 
ger only. In this series the same corre- 
sponding set of cases were used as in the 
target directly above the lower group. 

Except for the difference in neck ten- 
sion, the load for all groups was identical; 
Culver setting of 51.0 (27.3 grains of H 
322, lot #10484, 68.5 grain Euber flat 
base bullets, and Federal 205 M primers, 
lot #5456. | used a6 PPC Wiseman barrel 
on a CPS heavy varmint action, and a 
Leupold 36x scope. 

As you can see, the point of impact was 
a bit lower with no neck tension. This test 
turns up exactly the same results that | 
had in previous testing, already reported 
in Precision Shooting. The sized neck 
cases had an aggregate of .2590. The 
unsized cases gave an aggregate of 
.1990, and the combined six group aggre- 
gate was .2290.

Change Part|, Section Ill, Paragraph R, 
Item 2, Sub-paragraph (d) to reflect the 
recognition of Score Grand Aggregates 
at 200/300 yards for HV, LV, Htr, and VH 
Rifles. Motion was made to accept by Dan 
Rassier and seconded by Paul Ryan to ac- 
cept. Motion was carried. 


Change Part I, Section Il, Paragraph A 
concerning targets to include a descrip- 
tion of sighter targets. The sighter targets 
are to be contained in a box the same size 
as the record target. An “S” is to appear in 
both of the upper corners of the box. A 
target as described for the record target is 
to be contained within the box. Addition- 
ally, an additional 10 and 9 ring is to be 
placed in the third and fourth quadrants of 
the sighter target. A diagram is provided 
for reference. The change effects IBS tar- 
gets 1,2 and 3. Motion made by Bob 
White, Second by Dan Rassier. Motion 
was Carried unanimously. 

Dan Rassier made a motion which was 
seconded by Paul Ryan to begin with 
agenda item 9. Motion carried. 

Agenda Item 9. Beginning January 1, 
1987 the Light Varmint Class is to be limit- 
ed to .230 caliber and smaller, and the 
Sporter class is to be larger than .230 cali- 
ber. Motion to reject by Dan Rassier anda 
second by Lloyd Richards to reject the 
agenda item. Hearty discussion ensued. 
Motion was not carried. Lester Bruno 
made a motion to accept agenda item 9 
and Gary Ocock seconded. More discus- 
sion ensued. The vote was 66 to 1 in favor 
of accepting Agenda Item 9. 

Dan Rassier made a motion, seconded 
by Bill Bailey to go to Agenda Item 10 
next. Motion carried. 

Agenda Item 10. Reestablish the 3 Gun 
Varmint Championships as Heavy Var- 
mint, Light Varmint and Sporter Classes if 
Motion 9 above passes. Motion by Lester 
Bruno and seconded by Gary Ocock to re- 
ject item 10. Discussion occurred con- 
cerning how this item would impact on 
Agenda Item 2. The Parliamentarian indi- 
cated that this item would have no bear- 
ing on the outcome of Agenda Item 2. 
Gary Ocock withdrew his second and 
Lester Bruno withdrew the motion to re- 
ject Item 10. Discussion was held con- 
cerning graphs of championship attend- 
ance prepared by Jim Borden. A motion 
was made by Bill Bailey and seconded by 
Wally Hart to accept Agenda Item 10. A 
vote of 60 to 6 was in favor of the motion. 

Agenda Item 2B — If Agenda item 2A 
does not pass, keep the existing 2-Gun 
and Three Gun but run the Sporter Cham- 
pionship with the Three Gun. Have HB 
100 and 200 on Wednesday and LV/SP/ 
HV on Thursday through Sunday. A mo- 
tion was made by Dan Rassier and sec- 
onded by Bob White to reject item 2b in 
light of the voting on agenda item 10. Mo- 
tion was carried. 

Agenda Item 2C — If neither 2A or 2B 
pass, then begin holding a Sporter Cham- 
pionship on a separate weekend along 
with a registered Heavy Varmint Match. A 
motion was made by Paul Hart and sec- 
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onded by Dan Rassier to reject item 2C. 
Motion was carried. 

Agenda Item 2A1 — Change the IBS 
Championships to have a 2-Gun, 3-Gun, 
and 4-Gun Championship. 2-Gun would 
be LV/SP. 3-Gun would be LV/HV/SP. 
4-Gun would be LV/HV/HB/SP. Run the 
four gun Monday through Saturday per: 

HB100 - Monday 

HB200 - Tuesday 
LV/SP 100 - Wednesday 
LV/SP 200 - Thursday 
HV 100 - Friday 

HV 200 - Saturday 

Lester Bruno made a motion to accept 
with a second by Gary Ocock. There was 
considerable discussion on the item. Gary 
Ocock asked for a survey of the ranges 
capable of holding the Championships on 
their capability of handling such a Match. 
George Kelbly indicated he _ could, 
Mainville (Bill Creasy) indicated that six 
day basis okay if frames not moved be- 
tween days. Wally Hart would hold with 
reservations considering movement of 
frames from day to day. The vote was 
called for and the vote was 63 to 13 in 
favor of accepting the agenda item.

Agenda Item 5 — Shower facilities 
mandatory at all IBS ranges. Motion 
made by Dan Rassier to reject and sec- 
onded by Lloyd Richards to reject this 
agenda item.

Agenda Item 6 — Junior shooters (16 
years old and under) to be allowed to 
shoot at a discounted fee to be estab- 
lished when this item is voted on. Sugges- 
tion is either half-price or free. Dan 
Rassier made a motion “Junior Members 
(16 years old and under) to be allowed to 
shoot for half-price”. Lloyd Richards sec- 
onded. The motion was_ carried 
unanimously. 

Agenda Item 7 — Clubs shall be re- 
quired to provide the following minimum 
trophies for IBS Championships: First 
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through fifth in range aggregate, second 
through sixth in grand aggregate and 
multi-gun, small group at each yardage in 
each class. Motion to reject by Dan 
Rassier and second by Lloyd Richards. 
Motion was carried. 

Agenda Item 8 — Require clubs hosting 
IBS matches to guarantee the following 
minimum trophies/awards: First through 
third in the grand, first at range aggre- 
gate, small group each class and yard- 
age, and first and second in multi-gun. 
Motion made by Dan Rassier and second- 
ed by Bob White to accept. Motion was 
carried. 

Agenda Item 11 — A competitor firing 
before commence fire command shall 
constitute grounds for disqualification in 
all classes of competition and voiding of 
all his/her groups fired at the effected 
match. Motion by Dan Rassier and sec- 
ond by Frank Zarnay to accept. Motion 
was Carried. 

Agenda Item 12 — Change section V, 
Paragraph G, to allow competitor selec- 
tion of benches when bench rotation is 
used. The intent is to allow Husband/Wife 
of families to use the same set of benches 
to relieve the hardship associated with 
multiple equipment. Drawing of benches 
would still be required when bench rota- 
tion is not used. Competitors wishing to 


. double up on equipment would be re- 


quired to contact the club in writing at 
least two weeks in advance of the match. 
Motion to reject by Paul Hart with second 
by Dan Rassier. Vote of 32 to 26 to accept 
the motion to reject. President Jim 
Borden will appoint a committee to re- 
write the agenda item for next year’s 
agenda to cover the concerns raised con- 
cerning the wording of the existing item. 
Agenda Item 13 — Eliminate the Did 
Not Qualify concept for missing shots and 
shots outside of the border. Replace the 
DNQ with a one minute of angle penalty 
for each missing shot, or shots outside of 
the border. Motion by Dan Rassier and 
second by Lloyd Richards to reject. Mo- 
tion carried on a vote of 35 to 17. 
Agenda Item 14 — Require member- 
ship (IBS, NBRSA, or affiliated Foreign) to 
shoot at any registered IBS shoot. Motion 
by Dan Rassier and second by Lloyd Rich- 
ards to accept. Motion was carried. 
Agenda Item 15A — At all registered 
IBS shoots require targets to be left hang- 
ing at the wailing wall until the aggregate 
has been figured and places have been 
posted. In the case of foul weather, the 
statistician would be responsible for re- 
turning the targets to the scoring shack. 
Dan Rassier made motion to reject with 
second by Lloyd Richards. Motion was 
carried. 
Agenda Item 15B. If 15A is not passed 


for all IBS registered shots, then require 
for all |BS Championships. Motion made 
by Bob White to accept and seconded by 
Bill Bailey. Motion was not carried. 

Agenda Item 16 — Require loading 
data to include powder, amount of pow- 
der, caliber, bullet by make and weight 
and primer to be listed on data card. Fail- 
ure to do so would be grounds for disqual- 
ification. Motion by Dan Rassier and sec- 
ond by Seely Masker to reject. Motion 
was Carried to reject item 16. 

Agenda Item 17 — If anyone blows upa 
rifle and injures themselves or someone 
else, they are to be banned from competi- 
tion for one year; and a second occur- 
rence shall cause them to be banned for 
life. Motion by Dan Rassier and second by 
Ron Gosciminski to reject. Motion was 
carried to reject item 17. 

Agenda Item 18 — Require the Presi- 
dent of IBS to appoint a Championship 
Committee. Said committee would be 
comprised of three to four experienced 
competitors, and three to four range own- 
ers or operators. The purpose of the com- 
mittee would be to develop a set of mini- 
mum standards’ required to IBS 
Championships. These requirements 
would include such items as sanitary, 
electrical and mechanical as well trained 
staff capabilities. After the minimum re- 
quirements are established the commit- 
tee would then list the qualified clubs that 
could bid on the Championships. Clubs 
requesting to be added to the bid list 
would require inspection by qualified per- 
sonnel appointed by the President. Mo- 
tion by Dan Rassier and second by Gary 
Ocock to accept. Motion was carried. 

Agenda Item 19 — Reissue the 
rulebook and update the Hunter Class 
rules in the format of the rulebook to be 
less confusing. Use a three ring binder 
format that is easier to update. Dan 
Rassier made a motion “Reissue the 
rulebook and revise the format to be less 
confusing. Use three ring binder to ease 
updating.” Second by Bill Bailey. Motion 
was Carried. 

Motion to adjourn by Dan Rassier and 
second by Lloyd Richards at 2:30 PM. 
Motion was carried.

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


This month’s message starts with a 
thank you and a welcome. A Thank You 
goes out to Bob Demonstoy for his faith- 
ful and dedicated service as IBS Treasur- 
er for the past four years. A Thank You 
also goes out to those that were willing to 
run for the offices of Executive Secretary 
and Treasurer this year — Thank you 
Paul Ryan, Tony Margelewicz, Bill Bailey 
and Mike Toth. Paul Ryan is welcomed to 
the Executive Board — as Bob says, “no 
sweat Paul, they said | would only have to 
write a couple of checks. What they did 
not tell me is that it would be a couple of 
checks per day.” Tony Margelewicz will 
begin serving a second term as Executive 
Secretary. There is another individual 
that has served the IBS well over the past 
several years. Evelyn Richards deserves 
a big Thank You from all of us for her 
years of dedicated service in a job that 
many seem to take for granted — that of 
the Recording Secretary. Evelyn is being 
replaced by the better half of the Borden 
household — Joan Borden. 

The 1986 competitive season should 
shape up to be very interesting. The IBS 
Championships will see the Sporter Class 
and Heavy Varmint/Light Varmint/ 
Sporter Three Gun return to the program. 
The Heavy Bench class was not put out 
on its own. It is still connected to the Var- 
mint championships by way of the Four 
Gun program. The Championship sched- 
ule will begin with Heavy Bench 100 Yards 
on Monday, August 18. 200 Yard Heavy 
Bench will be contested on Tuesday. The 
Three Gun Championships will com- 
mence on Wednesday with the firing of 
Light Varmint and Sporter at 100 Yards. 
The frames will be moved to 200 yards on 
Wednesday night and Sporter and Light 
Varmint will be fired at that distance on 
Thursday. Heavy Varmint 100 yards will 
occur on Friday followed by the powder 
puff. The 200 Yard Heavy Varmint stage 
will conclude the four gun program on 
Saturday, August 23. Yes, it will be along 
haul for those that opt to shoot all four ri- 
fles. However, the remainder of the pro- 
gram returns us to the conventional 
Three Gun Program that was previously 
contested so actively. This year’s Cham- 
pionships will be held at Council Cup. 

Another interesting temporary rule 
change passed at the Annual Member- 
ship Meeting is the change in the defini- 
tion of the Light Varmint Class to begin on 
January 1, 1987. The Light Varmint Class 
will be restricted to .230 caliber and small- 
er beginning in 1987. The Sporter Class 
will remain at larger than .230 caliber. 
This change, or achange such as this has 
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been discussed for a number of years due 
to the duplicity that exists between the 
Sporter and Light Varmint Classes since 
the introduction of the 6PPC. We have fi- 
nally made the first step in the progres- 
sion of separating the two classes. It is re- 
freshing to me that our organization is 
able to respond so rapidly to the needs 
and wants of the competitors. The Annual 
Membership Meeting is where the rules 
are made and changed and it is the MEM- 
BERS that make and change the rules. It 
is democracy in action. The vote to 
change the Light Varmint Class to the 
.230 caliber and under was 66 to 1, cer- 
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tainly a mandate in anyone's view. 

The International Scene has become 
very active. Efforts by a few individuals in 
the IBS have plowed the fertile soil to 
allow the growth and activity that is cur- 
rently occurring in the European sector. 
We are pleased to see the shoot sched- 
ules growing in Europe. A European 
Super Shoot will be held from May 1 to 4 in 
Grasse, France. The program includes 
Heavy and Light Varmint at 100 and 200 
meters. The shoot is registered by the 
IBS and will serve as the 1986 European 
Championships. Details on the program 
will be found elsewhere in these pages. 
The IBS welcomes Jean-Claude Braconi 
as the new International Committee 
member for France. We thank George 
Cunnington for his years of dedicated 
service. Neil Jones, the International Rep- 
resentative for the British Benchrest 
Shooters, is currently planning a Champi- 
onship to be held in September 1986. The 
program will include 100 and 200 yard 
shooting with Heavy Varmint Rifles and 
300 meter and 1000 Yard shooting with 
Heavy Bench type rifles. Exact rules and 
programs are currently being developed. 
Individuals needing more information 
should contact Wally Hart or Neil Jones 
(Staffordshire, England). 

Representatives from the IBS traveled 
to the 1000 Yard Super Shoot held at the 
Original Pennsylvania 1000 Yard 
Benchrest Club near Williamsport, Pa. in 
November. The club is very active. The 
Super Shoot drew 97 competitors and the 
competition was intense. There were a 
total of four ten shot groups that were 
under seven inches at 1000 yards — that 
is real good shooting. The small group of 
the day was a 6.250 inch group fired by 
Harry Rainey of Waterville, Pa. Vern Reed 
of Seabrook, Maryland won the shoot-off 
with a 6.437 inch group. Ken 
Laudenslager won the score shoot-off 
with a 47 out of 50. The individual groups 
were very good, but the season aggre- 
gate fired by Lowell Amand of Lititz, Pa. 
was amazing. Lowell shot at six shoots 
and his ten shot groups at 1000 yards av- 
eraged a Record Setting 7.906 inches.

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NEW NBRSA RECORDS 


Francis Broussard, chairman of the 
NBRSA records committee, has formally 
advised us of the following new records 
now being official: 


DENNIS THORNBURY, of Visalia, Cali- 
fornia, on October 27, 1985 really beat up 
on the single group record for the 
unlimted class (5 shot) at 200 yards. The 
old record was .161, set by David Pick- 
ens, on July 15, 1967. Mrs. Thornbury’s 
son, Dennis, fired a .120 group ... and 
where | come from, that’s an awful nice 
100 yard group. Dennis used a 6PPC, 
Shilen action, Sherer barrel, Lyman- 
Siebert 30x scope, 27.8 grains of H322 
and Berger 68 grain bullets, in a rifle 
smithed by Stu Harvey. 


RON HOEHN, of Florissant, Missouri 
noticed that one NBRSA Director had just 
set a record, and felt an obligation to up- 
hold the honor of Mid-America. So, on 
July 7, 1985 Mr. Hoehn dragged out his 
hunter class rifle, blew a few spiders out 
of the barrel, and fired a hunter class 300 
yard agg record of 243-0x at the St. Louis 
Club range. The rifle was a6x45, Reming- 
ton 700 action, Weaver 6x scope, Hart 
barrel, and 37.0 grains of BR28 powder 
and Berger 68 grain bullets, in a rifle 
smithed by himself. 


LARRY SMART, of Union, Missouri, on 
the same date and at the same range as 
Mr. Hoehn was using for his theatrics, 
took the 200-300 yard grand agg record 
with a 486-9x score, and the 100-200-300 
yard grand agg record with a 735-20x fig- 
ure. Larry used a 30 HBR Wildcat, Rem- 
ington 700 action, Hart barrel, Weaver T6 
scope, 37.8 grains of H4895, Sierra 168 
grain bullets, and CCI-BR2 primers, in a 
rifle gunsmithed by himself. 


DAN JARVIS, of St. Charles, Missouri, 
on the St. Louis range, but this time on 
May 4th, set a couple more hunter class 
records; a 200 yard agg of 249-5x, anda 
100-200 yard grand agg of 499-17x. Mr. 
Jarvis also used a 30 HBR Wildcat, Rem- 
ington 700 action, Weaver T6 scope, Hart 
barrel, 38.5 grains of H4895 with Sierra 
168 grain bullets and Federal 210 prim- 
ers, in a rifle smithed by Larry Smart.

The Visalia Invitational is a two day 
shoot for the unlimited class gun, and five 
shot groups. Two complete grand aggs 
are fired on the chosen weekend, and | 
just presume that it is not all that unusual 
to shoot out a new barrel in two days (un- 
less of course you can rig up some sort of 
a water-cooled jacket to cool the barrel. 
This year they had 36 shooters for the 
wing-ding, held on October 26th and 
27th. 

Up until this match, Bill Mellor, although 
a very capable local shooter, had never 
won agrand aggregate. This weekend he 
won the grand agg both days, and in the 
process he sort of stomped on the 
NBRSA president, the regional director, 
the number two shooter in 1985 
Benchrest Shooter of The Year, and a 
bunch of other wounded egos. Dave 
Selvy had never fired in a registered 
match before. . . he finished 5th on Satur- 
day, 6th on Sunday, and 4th in the two 
day agg. This is what comes out of en- 
couraging new shooters ... this is the 
way that they thank you. If the reader will 
allow the editor to digress, and wax philo- 
sophical for a moment, there are too 
many bleeding heart types trying to bring 
in new shooters. You must realize that 
every new shooter makes it just that 
much harder to win a trophy. During 1985 
the editor made it a practice to be consid- 
erably less than civil to new shooters. 
Every time some earnest young tyro 
would come bumbling up to me, just gush- 
ing enthusiasm, and smiling broadly while 
extending a handshake, and saying ... 
“Hi there, my name is John Jones, and|I’m 
anew shooter, and!...” and about there 
is as far as | would let them get. I'd give 
them a genuine Bogart (Casablanca) 
sneer, and say, “that’s nice, however we 
don't need any new shooters around 
here, we don’t like new shooters around 
here, and if you persist in staying, you 
could find a burning cross and a bunch of 
guys in white sheets standing around 
your loading area. So why don’t you just 
rattle your hocks on out of here, and go 
join a Brownie parade or something”. 
Brutal, but effective. | taught the words to 
Dick Maretzo (frankly | always thought it 


less effective when he whipped a card out 
of his pocket, and READ the message toa 
new shooter), and (over a cold beer) Rich- 
ard has (confidentially) told me that ex- 
cept for The Brennan Method of Dealing 
with New Shooters ... he never would 
have won Benchrest Shooter of The Year 
in 1985. 

Why do | bring this all up? (Yes, why?). 
Well, after finishing 5th in two gun... to 
Dave Selvy’s 4th spot ... Walt Berger 
called me. “Dave, I've got a piece of paper 
and a pencil handy. Now talk slowly ... 
I’m no good at shorthand . . . but give me 
that phraseology you use on new shoot- 
ers, would your please?” | have a funny 
feeling that Walt Berger is gonna be tough 
in 1986. 

So much for philosophy. Back to Visa- 
lia, California.

Thornbury took the yardage honors with 
a .1962 figure, followed by: 2.) Harold 
Wolf .2154, 3.)
